There have 
been several hundred persons anxious to make 
tho selection of an attorney general-for the pres- 
ident and to relieve the chief -executive of that 
duty.

selection of Dean Fiske, a. .man who bears an • 
honorable name'In the legal profession and an 
equally honorable name In his private llfo and 
associations. 


The president wanted tho biggest and best at- 


torney general ha could find, who would surren- 
der a great practice worth at least $100,000 a year 
for a placo In tho service' of the nation paying 
$12,000. 
That ho harf found him seems to be 


assured when ho named Mr. Stone.

tific angle. In a recent book he discusses ho 
psychology ot some prominent novelists of the 
progressive schools. 
He points out that many 


(ictlon writers who arc trying to explain mental 
processes hold the mistaken belief that they are 
thereby expounding a philosophy ot life, 
ro de- 


scribe some phase of human experience and to en- 
deavor to show its significance, that Is, to fit it Into 
a philosophy ot life, is tho aim of most serious 
novelists. But when tho thorough-going psycho- 
analytic novelist has finished explaining the hero's 
peculiarities and accounting for thorn, the read- 
er Is left flat with the unprofitable idea that a man 
is the sum total of what his complexes and his 
subconscious mind choose to make ot him. 
. Dr. Collins says: 
"Fiction writers should' not 


attempt to carry over the results of psychological 
Inquiries as the warp and woof of their .work. 
They .should study psychology to sharpen and dis- 
cipline their wlfs. but after that the sooner they 
forget It the better. 
Tli'e best thing that fiction 


writers can do is to depict the problematic in life 
in all its intensity and perplexity, and put it up 
to tho psychologists ns a challenge." 


This advice, It followed, would give modern 


psychology a place, but a less conspicuous place, 
in the novelist's equipment. Fiction writing would 
then go back to being art rather than a diluted 
form ot artlstic,scicnc-e.
